to succeed in a demanding world headed 
to Southwest to register for the fall semester. 

Many returning students took advantage of meeting 
with their advisors and pre-scheduling courses in the 
spring. With a new on-line computer system, students 
could then access their courses, pay fees, drop/add 
classes, and view their financial aid all from home or 
choose to go the traditional "foot" route to register in 
August. These options allowed students convenience 
when preparing for the upcoming semester and 
eliminated the frustration of long lines.

r s some students gleefully looked forward to nearly a month of 
nothing but sleeping in, eating their fill and spending time with 
family, other^vv^re preparing for early mornings, long flights, and being content in 
all things. Eleven Southwest students finished finals, packed their bags, and 
boarded a 22 hour flight for Phnom Penh, Cambodia to teach English and Jesus. 

From the time spent in the airport and the half-hour commute, students quickly 
gained an acute awareness for the lack of organization, affluence, and traffic rules 
found in Cambodia. Mornings were spent lesson planning, riding elephants, and 
touring historic sites, water treatment plants, markets and Buddhist temples. The 
students solemnly visited both The Killing Fields and the genocide museum which 
was the former prison that documented all who were killed with pictures, stories and 
torture devices. 

Around 4:30 pm the students arrived at Russey Keo Baptist Church, die largest 
church in Phnom Penh and began setting up for that day's lesson. At 5:30 most 
classes had already begun. Family, body parts, occupations, numbers, shapes, colors, 
animals, and holidays were all taught to the eager Khmer children. As the words 
were written on the board, the room grew completely silent, and the children 
kneeled over the chair in front of them to jot down every single letter perfectly in 
their school books. They loved singing "Head, Shoulders, Knees, and Toes," 
"Father Abraham," and Christmas carols. Games like hangman, charades, and bingo 
with their vocabulary words kept them entertained and learning. 

On the last night, the students taught about Christmas, how it was celebrated in 
America, and the true meaning behind it. With the students dressed in Nativity 
clothing, Brother Larry LeBlanc narrated the birth of Jesus while the eleven 
students acted it out for over 100 Khmer students. With the message of Christ 
being taught, translated Bibles were handed out and the students said their 
goodbyes. 


The Khmer people had so little and yet offered so much. Humble hearts, 
gracious smiles, and an unfathomable hope distinguished these people from 
everything else that Cambodia had to offer. The people swept the students away and 
stole their hearts in a way they didn't know had been possible. After nearly a month 
of being back, any one of the eleven students, or three leaders will simply tell you 
going back isn't a question . . . the question is just when.

James "Jim" D. Quin, born January 31, 1935 in 
McComb, graduated from Tylertown High School. 
Upon graduating from Southwest Mississippi Junior 
College, he continued his education at the University 
of Mississippi where he later graduated with a B.S. in 
Civil Engineering. He is married to the former Alice 
Anne Bickham of Tylertown, and they have three 
children, six grandchildren and one great grandchild. 
He was employed as Chief Engineer/Deputy 
Director with the Mississippi Highway Department, 
now the Department of Transportation, from 1958 
to 1996, and from 1996 to 2002, he worked as an 
engineering consultant and is currently retired. He is 
a licensed professional engineer and land surveyor 
and a member of both the National and Mississippi 
Societies of Professional Engineers. He is a charter 
member of the Executive Board of Strategic 
Highway Research Program and the Past Chairman 
of the National Cooperative Highway Research 
Program. He has also served as the past chairman of 
Chief Highway Engineers Committee-American 
Association of State Highway and Transportation 
Officials. 

Mr. Quin continues to play an active role in the 
betterment of Southwest by serving as a member of 
the SMCC Board of Trustees.

Carlton Samuel Faller graduated from Metairie 
High School and then briefly attended Southeastern 
Louisiana University in Hammond, Louisiana, for 
one semester and then transferred to Southwest 
Mississippi Junior College. Faller attended Southwest 
during 1951 and 1952, and received his Associate of 
Science Degree in January of 1953. While at 
Southwest, he played football for the Bears. After 
graduating from Southwest, he studied medicine at 
Southeastern Louisiana University and later attended 
LSU Medical School. He graduated from LSU 
Medical School in 1958, and while there, he married 
the former Janice Locascio from New Orleans. 
Upon completion of his residency, he began private 
practice in Harahan, but then moved his family to 
Kentwood, Louisiana, in 1961. Since 1961, Dr. 
Faller has practiced Family Medicine in Kentwood 
where he was nominated for the prestigious 
"Country Doctor of the Year" annual award and was 
one of the 25 national finalists. He still practices full 
time at the Kentwood Medical Clinic which he co¬ 
founded years ago. 

Dr. Faller, now widowed, is the proud father of 
Julie Faller, Baton Rouge; Susan Faller Hayes, St. 
Petersburg, Florida; Carlton S. Faller, Jr., Houston, 
Texas and John Faller, Kentwood.

he Nursing program is one 
of the most challenging and 
rewarding programs offered at 
Southwest. Instructor Rebecca 
Brumfield explains, "The Associate 
Degree Nursing Program at SMCC 
is important in meeting our 
community's health care needs.

As one of the most demanding 
and arduous fields of study, the 
Associate Degree Nursing (ADN) 
program prepares its graduates to 
become registered nurses who will 
meet the expanding health care 
needs of the community.

I 3 efined as the art of 
communication, Forensics is an 
educational activity primarily 
concerned with using an 
argumentative perspective in 
examining problems and 

communicating with people. 
Activities within the organization 
included debate, public address, and 
oral interpretation of literature. 

The word forensics is a word 
rooted in the Western world's classical 
experience. The Greeks organized 
contests for speakers that developed 


and recognized the abilities their 
society felt central to democracy. 
These exercises acquired the title 
"forensics," derived from the Latin 
term forensis. The training in this 
skill of public advocacy, including the 
development of evidence, found one 
of its important venues in the law 
courts. Therefore, the term "forensic" 
has become associated with the art 
and science of legal evidence and 
argument. 

This year's Forensics team, led by 
advisor Jennifer McLaughlin, learned 


to develop research, critical thinking, 
organization, persuasion, and oral 
communication skills. Students 
acquired skills useful in future careers 
in law, education, politics, 
broadcasting, business, and other 
professions requiring critical thinking 
and communication skills.

Classic. The Bears, coming off of a 14- 
1 1 previous winning season, defeated 
Northwest setting a positive pace for the 
remainder of this year's season. 

Led by Coach Bill Wallace, in his 
10th season at the helm of the Bears, the 
team returned two players Aubrey 
Coleman and Terencio Powell.

As the Cardio Classic continued, the 
Bears looked good as they picked up 


another win against Mississippi Delta, 
but on the road the winning streak 
turned around as the Bears suffered a 
loss against Lee College in Baytown, 
Texas and two more losses against both 
Coahoma and Northwest. 

With a victory against Delgado 
during the Coke Classic, the Bears 
hoped their luck had changed for the 
better; however, three more losses 
moved the team to a 3-6 record. 

However, right before the Christmas 
holiday the men's team upped their 
record with a win over Delgado. 
During the game, Aubrey Coleman led 
all scorers as he poured in 25 points 
with Philip Brown and Terencio Powell 
also in the double figures with 10 and 
15 points. 


With round ball season back 
underway after the break, the Bears 
faced the Gulf Coast Bulldogs in a close 
game that ended with the Bears' loss. 
"We controlled the game most of the 
way," said Coach Wallace. "We just 
didn't make the plays at the end." 

While a few streaks of losses plagued 
the team, it didn't keep the Bears down 
for long, as they prevailed 79-74 over 
visiting Jones County. "We wanted to 
win and desire goes a long way," said 
Coach Wallace. 

With almost half the season 
remaining, the Bears have plenty of 
opportunity to gain more wins and carry 
out a successful season. Fans imagine 
the Bears hitting the courts and 
w"hoop"ing the competition. 
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■ he Lady Bears bounced off to a 
successf ul season winning the first game of 
the Cardiovascular Institute of Mississippi 
Classic defeating the Lady Rangers of 
Northwest 91-85 in overtime. 

During the Northwest Classic in 
Senatobia, the Lady Bears were 73-67 
victors over the Lady Rangers. Southwest 
hit 10 of 1 5 free throws while Northwest 
was good on only 16 of 22 charity shots. 

Continuing on into the season, the 
Lady Bears slipped by Holmes' Lady 
Bulldogs 70-69. Kidra Chatman's free 
th row with less than 30 seconds remaining 
proved to he the winning margin. 

The Lady Bears picked up their fifth 
consecutive win, 77-53, over the host 
Delgado. Following Delgado and avenging 
their only loss of the season thus far, the 
Lady Bears defeated the host Mississippi 
Delta 77-73 in overtime. This gave the 
Ladies a season record of 7-1 and their 
sixth consecutive win. 

Just like "ole man river," the Southwest 
Lady Bears just kept on rolling! Holding a 
21-point halftime lead, the Lady Bears 
went on to defeat Delgado 88-48. 


Southwest hit 17 of 26 free throws giving 
the team their seventh consecutive win and 
an 8-1 mark entering the Christmas break. 

On the road the Lady Bears picked up 
their ninth win at Mississippi Gulf Coast 
where they put together a furious second- 
half rally. This win placed the team 9-1 on 
the season and 1-0 in the South division. 
A jump shot from Southwest's Phenicia 
Taylor tied the game at 57 with 7:15 to 
play, and the Lady Bears took the lead at 
59-57 on two Kim Griffin free throws at 
the 6:38 mark. The game seesawed the 
rest of the way before Griffin hit the final 
points of the game with 1:15 to play. 

The host Lady Bears picked up a major 
victory as they held off their arch rivals, 
the 16th ranked Co-Lin Lady Wolves. 
With a score of 69-58, the Lady Bears won 
their 10th straight game and moved their 
record to 10-1 for the season and 2-0 in 
the South division. 

Following the Co-Lin win, Coach Mark 
Swindle says of his team, "I'm proud of 
what we're doing. We just have to keep on 
keeping on." 

All good things eventually had to come 


to an end for the Lady Bears and that good 
thing was a 10-game winning streak. The 
streak was broken with a loss to Pearl 
River. 

However, the Ladies moved hack on 
the winning track when they knocked off 
visiting Lop 25 team. East Central, with an 
82-69 win. The Lady Bears drew first 
blood with a Phenicia Taylor three-pointer 
and moved to an 1 1-2 record on the season 
and into a first place tie in the South 
division with a 3-1 mark. 

In a close game againsi Jones County, 
the Lady Bears appeared on the verge of a 
loss as they trailed Jones 37-28 at the 
break, but they soon went on a scoring 
spree and took the lead. The game then 
seesawed the rest of the way before 
Southwest finally came out on top. 

"I'm proud of all of them. Different 
players have stepped up at different times. 
I hope we can keep it up," Swindle 
comments of his Lady Bears' success this 
season. 

The Lady Bears currently rank #20 in 
the nation, leading fans to imagine the 
season continuing on a winning streak.

he first flakes began to fall before sunrise on 
Southwest's campus, Saturday, January 19, making it 
Southwest Mississippi's first significant snowfall since 
March of 1993.
